DEATH 1S SPREAD 
BY RACING AUTOS 


Succession of Serious Accidents 


al Morris Park Track 


Satori’s Car Dashes Through Fence 
and Fatally Injures Spectator. 
Wurgis Buried Under the 
Wreck of His Car 
and Injured. 


New York, July 3.—A succession of se- | 
rious accidents attended the first se- 
ries of automobile racing at Morris park 
today. While driving a ninety horsepow- 
er car in the heavy weight championship 
Paul Satori dashed through a 
fence, fatally injuring a boy named 
Hollahan, who was looking on. Sartori 
himself escaped. The aecident’ occurred 
when the racers were travelling at 4 
terrific speed, Sartori covering a mile in 
less than a minute when he struck the. 
three-quarter turn. : 

There were four starters in the race— 
Louis Chevrolet, Paul Sartori, Webb Jay 
and-M. Roberts. The race was for four 
laps or 5.56 miles. After the accident 
to Sartori’s machine the other three cars 
went on. On the last lap Roberts’ car 
threw a tire and was overturned af*er 
he had just managed to swerve out of the 
way of the following «cars. Roberts 
fell clear of his car, but had three ribs 
fractured. Webb Jay won the race in 
fast time, beating Chavrolet out by near- 
ly a quarter 6f a lap. Jay's last mile 
was covered in 49 3-5 seconds, which 
is a world’s record for that distance 
The former record was 62 4-5, made bys 
Chevrolet. 

While whirling about the track in a 
preliminary spin before the races, a tire 
of Dan Wurgis’ high powered Red Bird 
burst, causing the machine to swerve. It 
crashed intothe fence, tearing away 20 
feet of railing and then overturned, bury- 
ing Wurgis beneath it. He escaped with 
severe cuts and bruises. .

sides from the wonderful counterfeit 
plate which was the representation of a 
$20 or $50 note, there being several plates 
of different denominations. 


Were Easy To Circulate. 

In the circulation of these counterfeit 
notes not the least trouble resulted ap- 
parently, and the only reason that a 
great amount of this counterfeit was not 
scattered all over the country was that 
the process was a siow and tedious one as 
compared with the printing of the bi'ls 
direct from a plate. This fact also 
troved that once this syndicate could be- 
gin operations th the regulation paner, 
the result of this gigantic swindle in 
circulating bogus money could hardlv be 
estimated. 

In this printing of bills by splitting one 
dollar notes, the results of course were 
more or less crude in comparison with 
the printing of the notes direct from the 
‘perfect’ plates. One of these hills 
exposed to the wet. Then it was that the 
wet paste showed the splitting of the 
bill. So perfect was the engraving, even 
when used in this manner, that it was 
conceded that only a very few engravers 
were capable of such workmanship.

COTTON—Liverpool reflected the mixed 
Opinion as to the government report 
which came out today. The course of 
our market~ previous to publication of 
the government report at noon was Ssig- 
nificant and unimportant, especially in 
comparison with the strong excited move- 
ment which sent prices up abolt 100 
points. The percentage of 77 announced 
by the government is the lowest for the 
same month for at least fifteen years, 
with the exception of 1900, which was 
75.8, with 77.1 in 1903. On these two 
occasions the crop was, a failure of the 
first magnitude, and there are no com- 
parisons in the past to suggest any 
other result this year. While conditions 
may improve during July and August, 
fruitage will soon begin and the plant 
will have this to contend with and it will 
require very good weather conditions io 
overcome to any extent the present back- 
wardness and the prospects of a crop in 
excess Of 10,500,000 bales, which is ii 
dicated by the government report and 
acreage estimates.
